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GAMBLING-HOUSES OF NEW YORK,

Notwithstanding the law being againat
ambling, it prevails o a very gresal extent
n Now York., There is soarcely a streot with-

out & gunbling- all private, of conrse,
but well known to those who indulge in that
exoitement. The game played s generally

“ faro,"* and the stakes vary acoording to the
clazs of house in which the game s played.
In some of the lowest gawming-houges the
stake Is a8 low na five cents, aud Hmited to a
dollar—that iz, the player cannot stake wmore
than a deollar st a e, and not less than five
centa; These latter housea are frequented by
tho very poorsst workwen, disoharged sol-
dlurs, broKensdown gamblers, aud strost boys.
1 think of all the street boys in the world, the
New York arve most preoovions, [ have Soon
a shoeblack, about thres feet high, walle ap
to the table, or **bank,” a9 It 15 generally
called, and stake hig money (five conis) W ith
thie air of a young spendthrift to whom

The most aristooratic- if 1 may nde gueh o
word when speaking of a republivan people—
fiaro bank, or gambling-house, i Johin Mor-
rigsey's, In Union Square, closs by the head-
guarters of the Feninns w Lho believed in Head
Centre O'Mabony. 1 have often in the
windows of jthis gambling-honse, and listensd
to the wild harangues of the Fenian Sinators
and Centres, ete,, next door, nud watched the
npturned faces of the Celtis dupes who, with
mouths and ears wide open, swallowed every-
thing they heard, and subsoribed thuir hardly-
earned doliars to gupport, in Iuxury and ex
travagnnee, the nnprincipled alventurers who,
under the name of patriots, preyved upon their
ignoranoe and oredalily. Johu Morrissey was

originally a prize-fighter, and lived by
teaching the young Awericaus the nobles
art of self-delenise, a8 he was not ous of
the leading men in  his profession,

and seldom ventured ona public fight., He
aftarwards st upa “Bar,” or public house,
and over this he establjshoed a small *IParo-
bank,” which he enlarged and lmproved by
degrees until it beoame well known, and was
very much frequented by the gamblers of
New York. He succeeded so well at this
businegs that he was able last year to go to
Saratoga; and when all the country was Hook-
ing to that faghionable summer [(resort, he,
haviog taken the largest house there, opened
an immense hotel, ball-rooms, and gambling-
rooms, and ® is said he cleared a profit of two
millfons of dollars during the season. He is
nuw mentioned as one of those who pay the
most income fax, Ilis gambling-livuse in
Undon Square is magnificently furnished; at all
hours of the day or night tables ara laid out
with every desoription of refreshment, which
any frequenter may partake of. The wines ars
very good. Almost every gams of chance is

layed, and the stakes are very high aud un-
limited. The frequenters of this house are the
wealthy and wild young men of New York,
and, occasionally, a Southern-looking man
who, perhaps, has saved sowne of his property,
and the everlasting professional gambler.

It ia very easy to distinguish the profes-
sional from the ordinary gawbler. The Intter
has a nervous expression about the mouth,
and an intense gaze upon threards, and alto-
gether & very serions, anxious appearance;
while the professional plays in a very quiet
mauner, and geems to care but little Low the
gome goes, and hLis desire to appear as it the
game was new to him is almost cerlain to
expose him.

revious to the struggle for independence in
the South, thers weére many hundreds of
gamblers soatlered about through the South-
ern towns, and the Mississippi steamboits
used to abound with them, In ths South a
gambler was regarded as outside the pale of
sociely, and olassed with the slave-trader, who
was looked upon with loathing by the vary
geme men who traded with him; such was the
fnconsistency of pullic opinioun.

When the war broke out, sand there weare no
Jonger any passenger steamboats on the Mis.
wissippl, the garubler’s “oocupation was gone'
in the sunny Soutl; patriotism he kusw not
of: and fearing conzoription, he made iz way
to the less hospitable aud more frogal North,
The large cities were, m'. course, Ul‘-.i‘i' prin-
¢ipal meeting plages: Now York, hiladel-
;N,i,-l' and Baltimors wery fillled with them.
The great jnflation of the currency, the
chropic state of excitement bronght on by the
war, and the large bounties issued to reoruits,
made those cities good _!iulda for gmul.-tp:g
operations. The American gamblar diffars
from his Buropean brethiren in many respeocts;
he is very frequently, in education, appear-
ance, and manner, a8 gentleman; and it his
private history were known, it woald be found
that be was of good birth, and was at one tme
porsessed of considerable fortune, but having
Igst all at the gaming-table, he gradually
ofmwe down to the level of those who proved
his ruin, and Laving no profession nor msans
of livelihood left to him, he adopled their
mode of life, )

Op one oceasion I met a brother of a South-
ern General (very famous in the late war, and
still n'wealthy man), who at oue time was one
of the richest planters in the State of Louis-

fana, and now aoting as an agent for a set
of gmublerg to decoy young men of meaus
froma the several Lotels in New York to
their gaming-louse. After losing everything
he il he became & oroupier in a gawmbling-
house in New Orleans, and afterwards plied
his trade on the Mississippl for somes yenrs;
then went into Mexico, and flnally went
to New York, whiere ho opened o honse on his
own account. During the war he gpecolated
in “greenbacks,' and lost all his ill-gotten
gains, and had to descend to his present
position, i - .

There is nothing very interesting in this
Louse of John Morrissey's; the sams flooks of
well dressed and fashlonable-looking men of

all ages pass in and out all through the day
and nig}ni. tena of thousands of dollars are
logt and won; the "o the markors
pever coases; nll speak in a low tone—every-
thing has a serious, quiet appearance, The
dealers seem to Koow everyone, awd nod
familiarly to all who approachitheir tables,
John Morrigsey I8 ocodsionally to be aeen
walking through the rooms, apparently «
disinterested spectator. e ls a short, thick-
set man, of abont forly years, dark com-
plexion, and wears o long beard, dresses in a
glovenly manner, and walks with a swiggar,
Now and then be approachies a table, makes o
few bets, and is theu lost in the crowd.

Alter the t)irl‘l'ﬂ']uall::t' gnd theatrea are
vloged, this gumbling-house becomes very full,
In (met, the best time to see it to advantage is
about 2 or 3 o'ulock in the morning.

Ymsiness, The polive sre undoubtedly aware
of everything going on in thess houses; and
do not interfere so long as goed on
gofetly, Now and thon a elerk “spends his
smployer's money, and it is discoversd where
b lost it, then A raid is mads by the polios in
fores, the tables and all the gaming parapher-
nalin are oarried off, and the proprietors heavily
fioed.

1 witnessed a ofee of this: a yonng man, in
the employment of & commission murehant,
appropriated & large snm of his employer's
money, and lost it al “faro.” He was arreited,
aud confessed what he had done with it. The
pollos at once proveeded to the houss where
the faro bavk wae kept, and the scene, when
it wan kunown that the police wore balow, beg.
gas desoription.  The tablea were upset, and
markers were fying abont, Men, sprawling
and sorimbling ou the floor, fought withh one
another for whatever they could seigs; then
the police entered and clenred the lionas,
hnving arrested the owners of the bank., This
wog in ope of the lowest gaining-hondes, where
“ehin'’ games (chsating games) ara praotised.
In the gmubling-ionge in Broadway, nesr
the New York ”U'.A'L I Lhave often noticed a
young man, apparently of some elghtesn or
Iwenty yvears of age, fashfonnbly dresszed, and
0f prepossessing appearance, On some days
he would play very high, and ssemed to have
most remarkable luck, but he always played
with the air of an old gamestor, sesming care-
less a8 10 whether he won or lost. One night
Lo 1okt 2o heavily that he attragted the notice
of all the players, every stake of his was swep!
away, and he still played on till his last dollar

wag lost; then he quietly walked ont,
whistling a popular Yankes air. He was
there uext day, mions his great cont
and watch and chain—he lost again, wen!

onty and retnrned in hig shirt sleaves, having

could with decency divest himeelf of. He loat
everything, and swhen I next saw Lim he was
selling newspapors iu front of the Poat Offios,
The mania for gambling is n most singulat
ove, Ihave known a man to win a thousand
dollars in & few hours, and yet he wonld not
expend a dollar to get a dinusr, but when he

bought a loaf of bread, and that same night
logt all his mwoney at roulstte,

There is another house on the corner of
Centre and Grand streets, open during night
and day. The stakes here are the sameas in
tha one on Droadway, which I have just men-
tioned, and the people who play are very much
the same—in fact, the same faces are com-
stantly to be met with in all the gambling
hiouses, from the highest to the lowest, When
a gnmbler has bul a small capital, e will
to. a swmall house, where small stakes
are admiseible. [ saw a man win fifty or aixty
dollars at thiz place, and then haud iy his
vhecks (markers) to be cashad. 'The dealer
banded bim the money; and said, **Now yon
go off, straight away to Union Square, aod
pay away all you have won from hare to John
Morrissey. That iz the way with all of them,
they never come here untll they are dead
broke, and have only a dirty dollar or so to
¥igk.!””  There was some truth in what he
gaid, but notwithstandiog he managed to keep
thie bank going on.

There is o great temptation to & man who
Lins won & suan of money at & small gambling-
Lonse to go to a higher one, ns he may then
at a single stake win as muuoh as he conld pos-
sibly win if he had & run of luvk in a dozen
stakes at the smaller bank.

The house in Girand street is painted a bright
graen, bullt of wood, and has & rather quiet
bar down staire. There does not seem to be
vory much done there in the gambling way,
ad half those who go in donot play. They
stand around the tables, looking on, whils not
more than a few venture a stake on the game,
In No, 102, in the Bowery, thera i5 one of
the lowest of the gaming-houses 1 have seen
in the Ewmpire City. The proprietor iz an
Irishman; he employs three men as dealérs,
and they relieve one nnother every four hours
during the day and might. The stakes here
are of the lowest, and the peopls to be seen
hwere of the most rongh to be found in the city.
The game is “iaro,’" as slsewhare.

In this place 1 meat an old friend with whnom
I Bad Yerved in the army of Northern Virginia,
puder General Les, in his Virginin onmpaign
of 1566, e told me he had been in New
York ginee the end of the war, and lived a
very uncertain sort of life. Whatever money
he could earn he spent at the gaming-tablae,
Sometimes he had a run of luck, and whilst it
Insted he dressed well, and stopped at the most
expensive hotels. One night he would slesp
at the Astor House; and perhaps the next
night he wonld not Le able to pay for his bed,
and would stay all night inthe parks. Strange
to say, hundreds live in this way, which is
volgarly called “geratobing'” in New York., 1
afterwards suaw my friend driving an emnibus;
and when I could spaak to him, I found that
hie was still attendivg the banks wilh every
cent he earned.

It is amusing to wateh the proprietor of this
plice at the Bowbry; he has & joke for every
one he “Hallo, old sport!’” he crles;
“gome and try your lnck—you look lucky this
ovening; aud if you make a good run you may
sport a goid watoh and clinin, and n velvet vest,
like mysell.” Then to another, * Young clear.
the-way, yon lookdown at the mouth to-night |
come along, and have a turn! and never mind
your supper to-night,"

In this way the days and nights are passed
in those gawmbling-houses.— London Society,
